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Members of the sdme family 
taking the same class on the 
same night this fall at Clatsop 
will get an unexpected bonus 
when they pay their tuition. 

Under a trial “family tuition 
plan” approved by the College 
Board August 23, only one 
member of the family will pay 
full tuition. All other members 
will receive a 50 percent 
reduction. Only classes that 
begin after 5 p.m. are eligible. 
Refunds will only be issued 
when classes are cancelled by 
the college. 


Enrollees must live al the 
same address. Registrations 
must be received at the same 
time on the main campus in 
Astoria. Lab fees will be 
charged at the full rate for each 
registrant. It is the first time 
that such a plan has been at- 
tempted campus-wide. 

James Hogan, director of 
admissions, noted that a similar 
plan had been tried at several 
other community colleges. 
They were “‘universally pleased 
with it,” said Hogan. 


More than 7,000 persons 
enrolled in a Clatsop Com- 
munity College-sponsored 
class, seminar or workshop in 
Clatsop and Tillamook counties 
last year, more than at any 
other time in the college’s 21- 
year history. 

The record headcount, which 
includes full and part-time 
students, brought into the two 
North Coast counties more than 
$1 million in state reim- 
bursement. 

Figures released by Jim 
Hogan, director of admissions, 
show that unduplicated 
headcount (the number of 


different persons enrolled in 
classes) for the 1978-79 
academic year was 7,110. That 
beats by 665 the record of 6,545 
set in 1976. 

Hogan said the record 
enrollment follows a nationwide 
trend — “an increase in part- 
time students and more 
students in continuing and adult 
education.” 

Of the total 1,600 persons 
enrolled in the college’s con- 
tracted out-of-district program 
in Tillamook County. The 
remainder enrolled in in- 
district (Clatsop County) 
programs.

Thanks 
to the approval of the board for 
an $1,800 boost in the budget, 
_ director Linda Hatfield was 
able to make some exciting and 
rewarding purchases of new 
equipment forthecenter. ~_- 
Although the walls of Josie Pe- 
per were not kept company by 
the boisterous, mischievious, 30 
some children that occupy the 
building from September to 





June, the old house didn't lack 
attention. Linda and her crew, 
consisting of David Kamp, 
assistant director, Pat Flet- 
cher, Grace McKinney and 
Cindy Hicks, all new teachers, 
and Royce Pass, the 
nutritionist, all spent 40 hours 
or more per week painting, 
rearranging, organizing, 
construction and creating an all 
new look for the children to 
observe this coming year. 
Every room was painted and 
reorganized in some manner. 
The once cafeteria is now 
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converted into a cafeteria-art 
room, complete with easles and 
handmade smocks for the 
children. Also, new shades 
replaced the once, blanketed 
windows in all the nap rooms 
and new creative toys were 
everywhere to be seen. Most 
were made by Daniel Christ- 
man in the toy design class 
offered by the college. 


“We had very little to work 
with and we couldn’t have had 
an effective Early Childhood Ed 
Program unless we had the 


proper materials,” says Linda. 
The ‘proper materials” are 
very impressive. Durable 
wooden toys, blocks, trucks, 
trains, cars and even a gas 
pump and road signs make up 
one corner of the main play 
room. Another corner consists 
of a complete kitchen set, table, 
chairs, stove, counter, pots, 
pans and dishes. Each item has 
a permanent marker shaped 
like it so the children will learn 
where it came from and how to 
properly return what they’ve 
used. 


Further on in the house, the 
crew has knocked out one wall, 
combining two smaller rooms 
into a sensory unit. This room 
has things to bring awareness to 
all five senses. The basement is 
also now in full use and many 
physically active toys reside 
there (for rainy days) and 
among the additions, the up- 
stairs is in full use also as a 


storage-office space 
The entire house this fall will 
have a little more noise 


throughout, thanks to the ad- 
dition of a guinea pig and one of 
her babies. The crew of JPCCC 
took off every few weeks to tour 
other programs throughout the 
state and along the way ac- 
cumulated Piggy Peggy, who 
was at that time pregnant. Two 
of the three babies will be sold 
and one kept for the children in 
the sensory room 

After having a complete tour 
and enthusiastic speech by 
Linda, I’m as sure as they are 
— this is going to be a great 
year. They all encourage 
anyone and everyone to stop by 
and look things over or just say 
“hi” and to see what’s new at 
Josie Peper Child Care Center.

The Fort Stevens Archaeological Project, directed by Brian 
Harrison, anthropology instructor at Clatsop Community College, 
excavated two areas of the Civil War-era oe in Hammond. The 
project was run as a field school, with students receiving 4 to 8 
credits in the 10 week summer session. Students learned proper 
excavation techniques, data collecting, mapping, and other skills 
appropriate to archaeological field work, including imaginative 
speculation on the use of various artifacts and the location of 
structural remains at the sites. 

The project involved two areas. In Area A, one of the Officers’ 
Quarters, excavation revealed brick foundations of the back and side 
walls of the outdoor privies, and smaller excavation units en- 
countered both front porch pillars, also of brick. Artifacts in Area A 
numbered in the thousands, and included bricks, nails, glass, in- 
sulators, slate, wood, buttons, bullets, clay pipe fragments, bottles, 
marbles, dinnerware, and hundreds of other diverse items of 
military and family life. The artifacts were processed by Sharon 

Ge work-study lab assistant, in the archaeology lab (Towler 100).

The moat 
was located, as were fragments of the wooden walls which lined it. 
The back hoe was unable to reach the intact portions of the wooden 
scarp walls. 

The project will continue next summer, and students who are in- 
terested in participating are encouraged to take the anthropology 
sequence.

We hope to bring you in- 
teresting and economical dishes and make use of vegetables and 
fruits in season. Meats are quite expensive and most of us are on 
tight budgets, so we are going to include dishes that use other protein 
foods, as much as possible, and are tasty and easy to prepare for the 
busy college student.

We had hoped to do our first column on dried fruit leather which 
makes a healthful snack for lunches and munchies and makes use of 
the apples, plums, blackberries and other fruits available in this 
area. Many people have fruit trees with more than they want and 
offer it free, if you have the ambition to pick it youself. In winter, 
when fruit is so costly, dried fruit leather and dried fruit, is worth the 
time invested. Due to the length of the instructions, however, we did 
not include them in this column, but anyone interested in this, may 
get the detailed instructions for doing so, by calling the extension 
service at 325-7441, ext.

Zucchini, cabbages and tomatoes are all very plentiful now, and 
reasonably priced. You may like to try the following two recipes for a 


quick dinner or lunch. 


1 large zucchini 3-4 inches in diameter, Sliced in \ in. slices. 


ZUCCHINI DELIGHT 


2 eggs, well beaten 
12-14 crackers (any kind) ground up fine 
38 pound of cheddar cheese, grated fine 


5-6 slices of bacon 


fried crisp 


Green peppers, sliced very thin (optional) 
Onion powder and pepper 


Slice zucchini or large tomatoes, may be used. Beat eggs ina small 
bowl and set aside. Roll crackers fine and set aside. Grate the 
cheese. Fry the bacon till crisp, and slice the green pepper very thin. 

Using the same frying pan you fried the bacon in, leave 2-3 Tbs. of 
the bacon fat, or use margarine, if you prefer. Have your heat on 
medium. Dip the sliced vegetables in the egg, then in the crumbs, 
coating both sides. Brown in the frying pan about 2-3 minutes, turn 
over, and brown 2 minutes, or till almost soft. Then on each slice 
place crumbled bacon, small pieces of green pepper, sprinkle with 
onion powder and pepper, and last place 2 tsp. of the grated cheese. 
let sit for a minute. Then spoon a teaspoonful or two of the egg mix- 
ture on the top to set it, and let sit for a minutes. Flip over very 
carefully, and brown for a few seconds or until the cheese is melted. 
Turn onto a plate with the cheese side up, and serve with sour cream 
or yogurt on the top. Served with a good pea soup or macaroni and 
cheese, this makes a nice light meal, and a bread, like a hearty 
wheat or rye, adds to your meal. Tomatoes served this way are 
superb, especially the large beefsteak tomatoes, cut rather thick. A
